SEMCIUGHT nuu IB HIT BNP ADVANCE 



Despite having a mixture of 20, full and part-time 
staff, 142,000 supporters, 20,000 activists, and 
producing 27 different tabloid HOPE NOT HATE 
newspapers along with over a million local 

leaflets, Searchlight failed to stop their main 
target, the BNP from increasing their national 
vote in last month’s General Elections! 

True, the BNP failed to win any parliamentary 
seats, but they trebled the amount of seats 
fought at the 2005 General Election and trebled 
the amount of votes cast in their favour. In fact 

statistically, support nationally for the BNP 
increased by 1.86%! 

Compare this to the main parties where the Lib- 
Dems lost 5 seats and Labour lost 94 seats. 
George Galloway, leader of the RESPECT party 
lost his East London seat and in Ulster, DUP 
leader, Peter Robinson lost his seat. 

In the East London constituency of Barking, 
where BNP leader Nick Griffin was standing, a 
massive push by the Labour party saw them 
achieve a swing of 1.7% against the 
Conservatives! The BNP came third, polling 
14.6%. 

In the neighbouring borough of Dagenham, the 
Searchlight-friendly Labour MP Jon Cruddas, 
who shared a campaign office with Searchlight, 
saw his majority drop by a massive 8.9% of 

which 6.8% was gained by the BNP!

In the Euro elections of June 2009, Searchlight 
claimed to have spent £137,000 on opposing the 
BNP.

TRADE UNIONIST AND

The latest attempt by the extreme-left to break into grown-up politics ended in abject failure as 
the TRADE UNION and SOCIALIST COALITION party (TUSC) failed to make any political 
impact. 



Not that much impact could be expected from 
a party which only managed to field 30-odd 
candidates in England, and 10 in Scotland. 

As predicted by New TARGET, the individual 
parties that make up the coalition 
campaigned mainly on party grounds, with 
activists being moved around the country to 
support party rather than the TUSC coalition 
candidates. 

Certainly the SWP were guilty of this tactic, 
with known SWP activists from South London 
being moved across the Thames to 
campaign for the SWP candidate Jenny 
Sutton in Tottenham, North London. 

Lewisham & Deptford TUSC candidate, Ian 
Page, a Socialist Party member was said to 
be less than pleased at the exodus of local 
SWP activists from Lewisham to Tottenham! 
Such tactics were wasted on the electorate 
as Jenny Sutton managed to poll a miserable 
2.6%! The other three SWP candidates didn’t 
do any better polling, 1.7%, 0.9% and 0.3%. 
No wonder the SWP always favoured gaining 
power by Revolution ! 

Some candidates mounted blatantly frivolous 
campaigns. Dave Hill, a former Labour 
councillor who stood as a TUSC candidate in 
the seaside town of Brighton, Sussex , spent 
most of his campaign funds on letting off 
balloons with “Vote Dave Hill” on them! 

The top TUSC candidate, Socialist Party 
member and former Labour MP, Dave Nellist 
polled a miserable 3.7% in his Coventry 
stronghold, with most other SP/TUSC 



candidates polling less than 1%.

Many on the left have expressed surprise 
that TUSC leader Bob Crow decided not to 
stand as a candidate himself, but those close 
to “The Great Leader” know he has a very 
low tolerance to defeat and humiliation. 

The decision by the Communist Party of 
Britain to absent themselves from TUSC 
didn’t really have much of an impact. 

The CPB stood a grand total of SIX 
Parliamentary candidates who just managed 
to average 176 each!

The disastrous election results for George Galloway and his RESPECT Party have prompted 
speculation that Galloway will now leave the party he created, and let it crumble into oblivion. 



Galloway, who was a Labour MP for 18 years 
before being expelled by the party, now 
seems ready to desert establishment politics 
altogether and concentrate on the VIVA 
PALESTINE charity he founded recently. 




VIVA PALESTINE has already created the 
type of publicity that Galloway craves, when 
his charity was highlighted over the arrest of 
one of their activists on the humanitarian 
relief vessel boarded by Israeli state pirates 
while trying to enter Gaza. 

Kevin Ovenden, was named in press reports 
as “an aid to George Galloway”. We know 
him better as a long-time member of the 
SWP! 

George’s disastrous decision to vacate his 
Bethnal Green seat and move to Poplar & 
Limehouse badly backfired when he could 
only manage to poll 17% of the vote and 
finish third. His former seat in Bethnal Green 
was also won by a Labour candidate. 
RESPECT had also expected to win the seat 
in Birmingham Hall Green, with RESPECT 
party leader and Muslim activist, Salma 
Yaqoob hoping to attract the Muslim vote. 
When all votes were counted Ms Yaqoob had 
polled a very respectable 25%, but not 
enough to defeat the Labour candidate and 
sitting MP, Roger Godsiff. 

Nationally, RESPECT’S share of the vote 
halved compared to the 2005 figures and 
could mark the beginning of the end of the 
party.

Galloway did cause a minor sensation on 
polling day when he accused three Labour 
candidates for Tower Hamlets council of 
election fraud. 

Having named the suspects he then took 
journalists to their homes to judge for 
themselves if the number of people 
registered as voters at these addresses, 
including 12 at one address, could possibly 
live there. 

Police are now investigating his allegations. 
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DID SEARCHLIGHT CAUSE THE BNP TO 
LOSE THEIR COUNCILLORS? 



Searchlight will no doubt claim responsibility 
for the BNP losses in local elections but is 
that true? Of course not! 

Searchlight’s premier target was the London 
Borough of Barking & Dagenham where the 
BNP was the official opposition holding 12 
council seats, all of which had been won 
from Labour in the last local elections. 

The BNP victory at the time was believed by 
many to have come about by the laziness 
and complacency of the local Labour Party 
who had held power for decades. 

Following this shock result the local Labour 
Party responded by holding their own 
version of the “Night of the Long Knives” 
and deselected over a dozen of their long- 
standing councillors. Many of these, who 
thought they were “legends in their own 
minds” promptly declared they would fight 
the election as “Independents”. So you had 
a council election where the Labour Party, 
galvanised and rejuvenated, faced not only 
the BNP opposition but a gaggle of former 
die-hard sitting Labour councillors now 
standing as independents. The Tories 
fielded just a few token candidates. 

While the BNP poured most of their 
resources into the General Election 
campaign, their council election campaign 
suffered accordingly. Labour, on the other 
hand, poured vast resources into each 
ward, and the result reflected this. Not only 
did the BNP lose all of its 12 seats, the 
Tories were also wiped out. None of the 
Independents were elected, and former 
Labour bigwigs such as “Mr Thames View” 
Fred Barns, and the “Belle of Gascoigne 
ward” Val Rush, faced the extra humiliation 
of finishing well behind the BNP candidates! 
In fact, in every ward where the BNP faced 
a sitting Labour councillor now standing as 
an Independent, the BNP won! 

It was interesting to note that Sam Tarry 
was elected as a Labour councillor for the 
former Tory stronghold of Chadwell Heath 
ward. Sam has been an up and coming 



member of the Searchlight team for some 
time now and could be reasonably regarded 
as Searchlight’s first councillor.

Labour resurgence was not just limited to 
Barking & Dagenham. They also wiped out 
left-wing councillors from George Galloway’s 
RESPECT Party, in Tower Flamlets and 
Newham, and the CHRISTIAN PEOPLE’S 
ALLIANCE lost all of their three seats.

BNP TEACHER HAS 
CHARGES DROPPED 

At a recent disciplinary hearing, 
the General Teaching Council 
withdrew all charges of racial 
intolerance and unprofessional 
conduct against BNP activist and 
registered teacher, Adam Walker. 
The case against Mr Walker, a 
technology teacher, was brought 
by the extreme-left dominated 
teaching union NASUWT in 2007, 
following complaints of postings 
made by Mr Walker on the 
Internet. 

The decision means that Mr 
Walker, currently working as a 
parliamentary assistant for the 
BNP MEP, Andrew Brons, is now 
free to return to teaching. 



POLICE INVESTIGATE 

POSTAL VOTE FRAUD 

In the aftermath of the recent 
General Election, police have 
launched over 50 investigations 
into potential ballot fraud involving 
postal ballots. Twenty-eight of 
these investigations are spread 
across just 12 boroughs, with four 
separate investigations in the 
London Borough of Tower 
Hamlets. All of the accusations 
involve Labour Party supporters 
and involve entering bogus voters 
onto the electoral roll. In Tower 
Hamlets over 5000 new 
registrations were received just 
before the April 20 th deadline. 
Enquiries have already discovered 
one case in Bethnal Green where 
18 men, all Asian, have been 
registered to vote just before the 
election. The property is a one- 
bedroom flat!
